WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Showers, many of them moderately heavy, 
prevailed yesterday over a considerable por- 
tion of the country to the enst of the Missis- 
sippi river. West of the Mississippi but very 
little precipitation fell. In Atlanta there 
were two showers during the afternoon, one 
shortly after 1 o'clock of short duration and 
little consequence, and one a little after 3 
o'clock. The latter, accompanied by a high 
wind, was somewhut phenomenal for its sud 
denness and severity. though lasting only a 
few winutes.

“A PROMINENT COLORED MAN DEAD. 


William McCoy, Minister to Liberia, from 
the United Staten. 

New York, June 22.—News.-has reached New 
York by way of England that William Dp. 
MeCoy, of Indiana, United States minister 
resident to the republic of Liberia, West 
Africa, died at Monrovia, the capital of the 
country, on May 14th. and was buried with 
military honors. MeCoy was born at Cam- 
bridge City, Ind., November 17, 1853. In his 
eighteenth year he taugbt school in Sidney, 
O., for six mouths and went from that place 
to Indianapolis to succeed L. D. Christley, 
now editor of The Indianapolis World, in the 
old Beventb street school. In June. 1872, he 
received a call to teach in the publié schools 
in Helena, Ark. He went, and for the ensuing 
nine years he lived in the south, the most af 
the time ip Arkansas. Steven A. Dorsey 
was his neighbor at Helena and Mr. Met'oy 
used his induence to secure Dorsey's eleva- 
tion as a United States senator. Mr. MeCoy 
was a member of the eity council of Helena, 
eity recorder for four years anu% superinuten- 
dent of education for one year. He was the 
only colored man elected to the last named 
office. He returned to Indianapolis in 187 
and was continuously engaged as an instruc- 
tor in that city up to the time of his appoint- 
ment as minister to Liberia. In 1879 he 
married Miss Celesta H. Walker, of Cincin- 
nati, who accompanied him to Africa. Mr. 
McCoy was appointed by President Harrison 
in January, 1802, to asneceed Alexander Clark, 
of Iowa, who bad died at his post soon after 
reaching LAberia, McCoy was the fourth 
United States mintster resident to die at Mon- 
rovia during the past twelve years,

SOME OF THE BALLOTS BLOWN AWAY 


The Election Was One of the Quietest 
Ever Known in the County. 
The Votein Full. 


The election passed off quietly yesterday, 
and the Hon. James F. O'Neill will qualify 
as one of the representatives of Fulton 
county when the legislature meets next.

DEATH OF MRS. HURD, 


The Mother of Mrs. Henry Hillyer Dies Sud- 
denly on Yeaterday. 


The many friends of Mrs Nancy H. Hurd, 
both in this state and New England, will 
be pained to learn of her sudden death yes- 
terday afternoon at the residence of her son- 
in-law, Mr. Henry Hillyer, 151 Capitol ave- 
nue. Mrs. Hurd had been in feeble health 
for two or three years past, but the immedi- 
ate cause of her death wgs heart failure, due 
to advanced years, and was a great shock 
to her family. 

Mrs. Hurd was born in South Deerfield, 
Mass., July 9, 1809, but spent her girlhood in 
Harwinton, Conn., to which place her par- 
ents removed when she was only three 
vears old, When still a young woman she 
came out to Georgia on a visit to Mrs. Al- 
fred Shorter, who by marriage with her first 
husband, Mr. John Baldwin, was an aunt of 
Mrs. Hurd’s. Mrs. Shorter lived at that time 
at Monticello, Ga., on the Indian frontier, 
and wfll be remembered as the lady in whose 
memory Shorter coll@ge was founded at Rome 
some fifteen years ago. 

On this visit she met a young man, Mr. 
Willlam 8. Hurd, who was also from Massa- 
chusetts, and was then a clerk in Mr. Short- 
er’s store. As a result of their acquaintance, 
the young couple were married on her re- 
turn home, and afterwards came to live in 
Montkeello, |where Mr. Hurd was exten- 
sively engaged in mercantile pursuits untill 
a few years before the war. His partner 
was Mr. Anson Hungerford, a brother of 
Mrs. Hurd's, and many people in middle 
Georgia will remember the firm of Hurd & 
Hungerford, which existed as the leading 
business house of Jasper county for many 
years. About 1859 Mr. and Mrs. Hurd re- 
turned to New England, where Mr. Hurd 
died, at-Hartford, about sixteen years ago, 
‘after an unusually active and consistent 
Christian life. 

Mrs. Hurd was a life-long member of the 
Presbyterian ehurch,.a devout and consistent 
Christian, and died after a life full of years 
and good works.

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Of the Street Tax Will Be Transmitted 
to the General Council 


WHEN IT MEETS NEXT MONTH, 


And the Paper Which Has Already Been 
Written Will Be Discussed—W hat 
the Mayor Says. 


Mayor Goodwin yesterday vetoed that sec- 
tion of the tax ordinance increasing the 
street tax from $1 to $3. 

The Constitution yesterday morning in- 
dicated that Mayor Goodwin would not al- 
low the people of Atlanta to fail victims 
to the demands of the tax committee and 
the general council and before the mayor had 
taken his noonday meal he had prepared a 
communication to the general council in 
which he stated positively that he would not 
consent to the increase proposed ip the 
street tax. The mayor even went so far 
as to indicate that he was in favor of a 


total abolition of the street tax. 

But here is the mayor's letter and in that 
letter he reviews the entire tax ordinance: 

Mayor's Office, Atlanta, Ga., June 22, 1593. 
—Hon. General Council, City of Atlanta: I 
have given the tax ordinance passed by your 
body such attention and consideration as the 
time intervening has permitted, and respect 
fully submit the following suggestions i 
respect to it: 

Section 9 provides that where pawnbrokers 
sell pistols an additional one hundred dollars 
shall be paid by them for license. =n ; 

This, it occurs to me, should be qualified by 
enforcing this additional license oniy if the 
pawnbroker deals in pistols as a business. 1 
the pawnbroker, under the license for which 
he pays two hundred dollars, takes pistols in 
pledge for money advanced, the right to dis- 
pose of these by sale would be incident to his 
business $d covered by his license as pawnh- 
broker. 

The wholesale liquor license is fixed at one 
hundred dollars per annum by this ordinace 
and by the ordinance for last year also. This 
was doubtless done on the view that the 
right to regulate the sale of liquors at whole. 
sale carried with it the right to fix the rate 
of license; but on a careful examination of 
the subject, the power to make the tax above 
fifty dollars is not clearly expressed, and I 
would advise against a larger business tax 
than fifty dollars under the law as it now 
stands. 

This matter and the one with reference to 
pawnbrokers’ license can readily be cured by 
amendment. 

With regard to the street tax, as fixed by 
the ordinance at three dollars on each person 
residing in the city between the ages of 
twenty-one and fifty, I return this section 
Without my approval. 

This subject is found in section 17 of the 
tax ordinance, and proposes an increase of 
this tax from one dollar % each person #snb- 
ject, which has been the prevailing amount for 
a number of years past, up to three doilars on 
each person subject. 

Without going into particulars or argument 
on this subject, I may state generally that I 
do not believe the proposed increase would tn 
the end be beneficial to either the city govern- 
ment or people of the city; and the financial 
condition of the country at this time is not 
such as to warrant an intrease of tax bur- 
dens unless an absolute necessity for it could 
be shown. Perhaps one-half of the persons 
em to this tax might be able to pay it 
without feeling it an embarrassment, but the 
cther half might suffer inconventleuct from it; 
and I think it would be the wiser policy tw 
withhold expenditures to the amount of the 
increase than to make any increase over the 
one dollar on each person subject. In many 
of the cities of the country no such tax pre- 
vails, and it is doubtful whether it should be 
continued with. us at all any longer than a 
charter amendment abolishing it entirely cau 
be obtained from the general assembly. Un- 
der section 63 of the charter, as now in force, 
the tax must be maintained, but cau be made 
as low as one dollar. 

{ therefore file my dissent to so much of the 
tax ordinance as applies to the amount fixed 
as a street tax. The other sections are all 
approved. Very respectfallr. ©

of the council. 

It is more than probable that the street 
tax question will raise a warm war between 
the mayor and the general council.

Yoted to Issue Bonds, 


ILLEGAL §=VOTING 18 CHARGED. 


Some of the Citizens Are Talking of Ap- 
plying for an Injunction—Mr. Justice 
Jackson Invited to Stop Over. 


Macon, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—Will 
en injunction be issued to restrain the city 
of Macon from issuing $200,000 of bonds 
to sewer the city? That is now the question 
the people of Macon are asking. By a ma- 
jority of nearly 2,300 Macon voted on yes- 
tenlay to issue bonds to build a system of 
sanitary sewers, but certain gentlemen may 
seek to enjoin the issuance. Two of the 
grounds miy be that a large number of 
jilegal votes were cast in yesterday's elec- 
tion and that the water supply at present 
is not sutiicient to flush sewers and. meet 
all the other demands of the public. But 
the strongest point perhaps is this; and upon 
it the contestants may base their case: 
jias the bond commission of the city the 
right to make a contract with the mayor 
and eounecil to buy the sewer bonds with 
nouey paid to the bond commission to be 
set aside as a sacred fund or trust to be 
applied to the payment of the present bonded 
indebtedness of the city at maturity, which 
now amounts to $540,000? Can the life of 
the bond commission, which expires seven- 
teen years before the proposed sewer bonds 
mature, be extended by act of tbe legisla- 


ture? Will parties residing outside of the 
city who are holders of the present bonds 


of Macon become restless and uneasy if 
the bend commission buys the sewer bonds 
vnder the conditions named, and will these 


susice Of the sewer bonds? ‘There are other 
poiuts that may be argued against the is- 
suance, but it is not the purpose of this 
correspondence to open up a discussion of 
the question or prejudice the issue of the 
sewer bonds, but this much has been said 
simply in a spirit to give the news and not 
with a desire to antagonize the bouds. 


The faet cannot be denied that the in- 
junction may be brought. Two firms of 


Macon lawyers gaul today there are good 
grounds why the court should enjoin the 
issue of bonds. If the courts sustain the 
validity of the ordinance under which the 
election was held and the legality of the 
contraet with. the bond commission the sewer 
bonds will be strengthened and made rock- 
boetrom and gilt-edge. 
Justice Jackson Invited. 


Judge Emory Speer, of the district and 
circuit courts of the southern district of 
Georgia, has invited Justice Howell Jack- 
son, of the United States supreme bench, 
to be his guest in Macon while en route to 
Savann.h to hear the Central railroad case, 
on June 26th. It is expected that Justice 
Jackson may arrive Saturday. If he does 
he will be escorted through the shop of the 
Central road at Macon in order that he 
may get a just conception of the magni- 
tade and value of the Central railrond 
plant in this city. Nearly 1,000 men are 
engaged in the shops of the Central road 
here, and if Justice Jackson can see this 
array of men collected at one place en- 
gaged in their daily labor, he will get a 
vivid impression of the great interests 
committed to his judgment and wisdom for 
presefi ation, protection and settlement. 

A Big Luweuit. 

Bibb superior court is engaged today in 
the heanng of the suit of Mrs. B. M. 
Brantley vs. the Central railroad, for $10.- 
000 damages for the killing of her hus- 
band, which happened at the yard of the 
road, in this city, in ISSS. The deceased 
was a yard conductor. He jumped off a 
moving engine to a parallel track, on which 
was a backing engine. No bell was rung 
and no other signal was given. Brantley 
did not see the engine. It struck him near 
the thigh and, with a railroader’s instinct 
of danger, he promptly leaped from the 
track and in doing so his neck struck 
against the end of a plank and was broken.

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He Was Shot a Month Ago by Ono of 
His Own Party. 


HE CONFESSED TO HIS DOCTORS. 


Hun Rogers, Who Killed Two Men, Is in 
Jail—The People of Washington Coun- 
ty Will Make an Example of Him. 


Sandersville, aG., June 22.—(Special.)— 
The second chapter of the white cap out- 
rage ended Tuesday night in the death of Mr. 
William Downs, one of the men that was 
in the party that made the attack on Junius 
Lawrence in the lower part of Washington 
county on Sunday night, May 21st. 

The white caps went to Lawrence's house 
and ealled him out for the purpose of whip- 
ping him. He knocked them down as fast 
as they close] around him and one of them 
jerked out his pistol and shot’ him. Wil- 
liam. Downs was shot in the right elbow on 
the same night. Dr. Peacock was called 
to see him in consultation with Dr. P. B. 
Bedingtield and to them Downs said that 
he had been shot at Julius Lawrence's 
by Hun Rogers and that the latter had also 
shot Lawrence. ‘This confession was made 
in confidence and on promise that the phy- 
Sicilians would not divulge the secret. ‘They 
felt that they were bound by professivnal 
honor not to tell what Downs had confided 
to them, but the case assumed such serious 
aspects that they were forced to do so at 
the preliminary investigation befvre the 
justice court. Four others were nawed by 
Downs, but tpey all ran away before they 
could ve arrested and are still at large. 
Downs and Rogers were both arrested and 
jailed. 

The ball in Down’s arm lodged in the 
right elbow joint between the bones and 
could not be located. His arm became so 
badly swollen that it was impossible to ex- 
tract the ball and he would not consent to 
aimputation. Tever set in and finally blood 
poison, since which time he has been grad- 
ually growing worse. Downs’s_ physicians 
informed him yesterday that it would be im- 
possible for him to live another day. Not- 
withstanding this he hoped to get well and 
said that he would tell all about the killing 
of Lawrence if he should live to get on 
the witness stand. Nothing more than the 
confession to the physicians who first at- 
tended him was obtained from him. He 
would not give any of the details of the 
tragedy, although he was urged to do so 
by: Rev. Hl. A. Hodges and Dr. William 
Rawlings who were with him a short time 
before his death. This morning Dr. I’rank 
Peacock, who attended Downs when he was 
first shot, extracted the bal] from his elbow. 
It is a 3S-caliber, the sume size as the one 
extracted from the body of Junius Law- 
rence after his death. This is considered 
evidence that the balls producing the death 
of both Lawrence and Downs were fired 
from the same pistol and = corroborates 
Downs’s statement that Rogers had shot 
them beth. Before Downs died, Rogers, 
who is contined in a cell near by, requested 
Sheriff Wal’ to ask Downs if he was not 
mistaken in saying that he had done the 
shooting. To this Downs replied that he 
had already told him all he wanted to say. 

The case now assumes a very serious es- 
pect for Rogers. There seems to be no 
doubt of his guilt, and if he eannot prove an 
alibi, he will be in danger of banging. His 
trial will come up at the September term of 
the superior eourt. The people from all 
parts of the country are agreed that an ex- 
ample should be made of Rogers to prevent 
any further attempts at lawlessness. 


CHEROKEE DEMOCRATS ACT. 


They Do Not Want Republicans Ketained in 
Office and Say So. 

Canton, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—The 
democrats of Cherokee are wjyde-awake 
aud thoroughly alive to the interest of the 
party locally and nationally.

Yesterday a petition was presented the 
people of Canton asking the retention of 
Captain John A. Crawford as one of Hon.

A petition has 
been circulated for the retention of Captain 
John A. Crawford as one of vour deputies, 
and some of us have unthoughtfully signed 
the same, but upon reflection we do yot 
wish to continue our recoinmendatian of 
Captain Crawford, although personally we 
have a high regard for -him. as we are con- 
vinced that to the democrats belong the 
spoils, and that no republication should be 
retained in or appointed to office under -the 
present demmcratic administration. In ius- 
tice to ourselves and the democratic party, 
We respectfully sign this petition and pray 
your attention to and due consideration of

SHACKLED, HE JUMPED IN THE RIVER. 


A Prowling Bear Keeps Intruders Away 
from Private Orcbards About Rome.

Rome, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—A Floyd 
county convict committed suicide this morn- 
ing by leaping from the Fifth Avenue bridge 
over the Oostanaula river. Weighted down 
With the heavy shackles, he sank at once, 
and without a cry he disappeared to be 
seen ho more until six hours later, when the 
body was recovered. 

lle was Caleb Wright, a negro preacher 
of about thirty years. Three or fuur months 
ago his domestic relations began to be 
sirained, and tle culmination was reached 
when his wife had him up in court for 
beating her, He was found guilty and 
sentenced to twelve months in the county 
chaingang. He has been steadily employed 
by Superintendent Crawfmore since — that 
time and was recognized as a right good 
sort of a darky. On two or three Sundays 
he held services at the camp and exborted 
the fellow prisoners to lead better lives. 
Nothing unusual has been noticed about his 
conduct recently and this morning he drove 
his wagon from the camp towards the 
pluce the work was being duuve with seeming 
cheerfulness. 

With a guard in front, a guard behind 
and fellow prisoners all around him, he 


renched the middle of the bridge. ‘hen, 
Without a word of warning, he leaped 


over the guard and hand rail and with a 
plunge struck the water. here was ho 
uttered word and no cry. 

Quick means were taken to rescue him 
if possible, but all to no avail, and it was 
Bix hours afterward that the body was re- 
covered.

The Constitution welcomes Mayor 
Goodwin's veto of the street tax section 
of the general tax ordinance. 

We called attention yesterday to the 
injustice of this tax, and protested 
against its proposed increase, showing 
at the same time that the majority of 
our leading southern cities get along 
without imposing such a vexatious bur- 
dén upon their citizens. 

The mayor is exactly on our line. He 
thinks it doubtful whether the tax 
should be continued at all any longer 
than a charter amendmert can be ob- 
tained abolishing it entirely. Under the 
charter as it stands the tax must be 
maintained, but it can be mide as low 
as $1. 

We take no stock in the point sug- 
gested by the advocates (df the three- 
dollar tax that it is needed in order to 
reach non-property holding persons who 
more to Atlanta in order to educate 
their children in our public schools. Ad- 
mitting that the cost of educating each 
child in the city is $14, Atlanta can well 
afford to pledge free education to the 
children of all who desire to seek homes 
Rmong us. The newcomers may be 
non-property - holders in the of 
owning no real estate, but it is plain 
‘that they must do something for a liv- 
Ing or be possessed of some means. 
They spend the money they bring with 
them here or go to work and earn sala- 
ries and wages, which they keep in cir- 
culation. There is no reason why a high 
street tax should be aimed at this class, 
or apy other class. There is plenty of 
room here for new settlers, and it is not 
the policy of our city to impose burdens 
upon them. They will be heartily wel- 
comed, and our educational and other 
advantages will be gladly shared with 
them. 

Mayor Goodwin's veto message can- 
not be too highly commended. It 
breathes the genuine spirit of progress, 
liberality, fairness and justice.

The Movement of Gold. 

When a panic is threatened, when 
banks and busimess houses fail, and 
when trade and industry languish the 
gold sharks say that the Sherman law is 
responsible for it all.

In 
the recent past we haye seen three men 
hold up the cotton crop and drive thonu- 
sands of English factory operatives to 
the verge of starvation. We have seen 
one man tie up the wheat crop and 
another man corner the pork output. 
It is just as easy under certain condl- 
tions for a few men in Wall street to 
make gold disappear as it was for the 
other speculators to control cotton, 
wheat and pork. They have it in their 
power, as Chauncey Depew said, to 
bring on a depression or a general finan- 
cial panic in twenty-four hours if they 
choose to do it. 

Now, we cannot afford to have the 
money power lodged in the hands of a 
few speculators whose greed or. spite 
may at any time give us a disastrous 
“object lesson.” Our financial situation 
depends upon the speedy carrying. out 
of the pledges of the democratic plat- 
furm. We must get the Sherman law 
out of the way becduse it is a stumbling 
block. But, unsatisfactory as it is, we 
must, in repealing it, put the silver 
plank of our platform into practical op- 
eration. When we do this and repeal 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank notes, 
and cut the tariff down to a revenue 
basis, we shall enter_a long era of gen- 
eral prosperity, and the country will be 
freed from the oppressive domination 
of Wall street.

In taking this stand it is, perhaps, 
needless to say that we have no fault 
to find with Postmaster Lewis, There 
is no complaint against his administra- 
tion of the postoftice. Our position in 
the matter is controlled by the principle 
of the case. We cannot submit without 
the most emphatic, protest to any ruling 
of a.democratic administration that 
would have the effect of prolonging the 
‘erm of a republican official four months 
beyond his regular term of four years, 
as in the instance under consideration, 
or for a year longer than the regular 
term, aS might easily happen in the case 
of some officials, if the date of the com- 
mission, and not the date of the actual 
beginning of service, is to control. 

Our people have no objection to allow- 
ing Atlanta’s postmaster to fill out his 
term of four years, but they object very 
strongly to having four months added 
to it. 

Perhaps there is nothing in the report 
that comes from Washington, but if it 
turns out to be correct, then we repeat 
that the ruling is an injustice upon the 
party that elected Mr. Cleveland. 


Two Borden Verdicts, 

Another jury has been heard from in 
the Borden case. The special jury of 
distinguished citizens of New York and 
Massachusetts, appointed by The New 
York Recorder, sent in a verdict of “Not 
proven” several hours before the New 
Bedford jury returned a verdict of “Not 
guilty.” 

The verdict of The Recorder’s jury 
means that Lizzie Borden may be guilty, 
but that her guilt has not been proved 
under the law. The verdict of the New 
Bedford jury means just what it says; 
that the defendant is not guilty. But 
this latter jury was compelled under 
the charge of the court to return a ver- 
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| and the irtesponsibility of The Record- 


er’s jury it might have returned a ver- 
dict of “not proven,” an old Scotch 
form not generally employed in these 
days.

ries agree on the main point, viz: that 
Lizzie Borden is not guilty under the 
law, which 1s the only standard by 
which such cases can be safely judged. 


Seventy Years Ago. 

Two North Carolina papers, The Wil- 
mington Messenger and The Warrenton 
Record, have been looking backward to 
see how the southern farmers lived sey- 
enty years ago. 

At that time cotton was sold in the 
seed, and averaged 2 cents a pound, or 
a little under. It was hauled by wagon 
and the freight was high. Tobacco sold 
at from $3 to $4 per hvndred—the same 
grade which now brings $50 per hun- 
dred. 

What did these farmers pay for their 
supplies? They bought calico at 25 
cents a yard, iron at 6 to 10 cents a 
pound, salt at $3.50 a sack, brown sugar 
at 10 or 12 cents a pound, loaf sugar at 
20 or 25 cents, shirting at from 10 to 
25 cents, blankets at from $5 to $15 a 
pair. 

Yet they lived well and prospered. 
The people steadily grew rich, bought 
slaves, built fine houses and had money 
to lend. There is only one way to ac- 
count for it. The farmers made their 
own provisions and lived at home. 
Their lives were simpler and their wants 
fewer than at the present. time. 

A return to the old policy of produc- 
ing our food stuffs would soon make 
the south rich. The indebtedness of 
our people has been greatly reduced in 
the past few years, and there is no rea- 
son why they should not forge rapidly 
ahead. 


Fighting Columbus, 

The Rev. Dr. Robert S. McArthur, of 
New York, continues -his war upon Co- 
lumbus, and is evidently determined to 
make it hot for the bones of the great 
navigator. | 

According to Dr. McArthur, Colum- 
bus was a bold. bad man—immoral, 
treacherous and a sinner of remarkable 
versatility. He says: 

I am satisfied from my reading that Co- 
lumbus was a bold, bad man, and nothing 
else. Neither his moral character or his 
ability entitled him to the credit he has re- 
ceived. It is a matter for rejoicing that he 
discovered South America and not our own 


country. 
It is generally believed that Columbus 


landed on an island a short distance 
from the coast of North America, but 
his enemy wants to make it appear that 
tne island was off the coast of Brazil. 
The doctor and his crowd should go 
in for celebrating the discovery of Amer- 
ica by the Norsemen who were here 
nearly 500 years before Columbus, or 
they might recognize the claims of the 
Irish to the discovery of our continent. 


There is no objection to another celebra- 


tion, but Columbus is in the lead, and 
there is a disposition all over the wold 
to honor him as* the explorer who first 
brought America to the notice of ontsidod 
nafions. 


Why They Favor Repeal. 

The canvasses made by The New 
York World and The Times show that 
many congressmen favor the repeal of 
the Sherman law, and some of the anti- 
silver men are so much encouraged that 
they favor an early extra session. 

We have already shown that our con- 
temporaries have jumped to a conclusion 
without due investigation. The free sil- 
ver coinage men have a majority in both 
houses of congress, and the congress- 
men who replied to The World and The 
Times that they favored the repeal of 
the Sherman law did not commit them- 
selves to the monometalists. The Bos- 
ton Journal calls attention to the fact 
that most of the democratic congress- 
men who favor repeal also avow them- 
selves in favor of free silver or state 
bank issues, or both. ‘The Journal says: 

A cursory examination of the replies shows 
plainly that the senders understand two 
very different things when they answer in 
the affirmative. The republicans and the 
democrats of the New England and Middle 
stutes, us a rule, mean that they are in 
favor of repeal, because they believe that 
the law, as it stands, is a menace to sound 
currency and an injury to business. The 
western and southern democrats, however, or 
most of them, mean that they are in favor 
of repeal because the present law stands tn 
the way of free coinage. This is a fact which 
it is unfair to conceal from the business com- 


munity. 
It will also be recollected that some 


of the democratic congressmen __ posi- 
tively refused to reply to the questions 
asked by the New York papers because 
the limited space allowed for the an. 
swers made it difficult to state their po- 
sition so that it would be clearly un- 
derstood. The country may rest assured 
that the great majority of the democrats 
in congress are standing squarely on the 
Silver plank of the Chicago platform. 
They favor the repeal of the Sherman 
law and they favor doing the other com- 
mands of the platform.

A very attractive looking man, and an 
entertaining talker, is Mr. H. M. Flagler, the 
Standard ofl and railroad millionaire, a 
the builder of grand hotels. At the Arling- 
ton last evening he told a Post man quite a 
number of interesting things about the eastern 
coast of Florida, a section which he has gone 
in to develop with characteristic energy. Mr. 
Flagler has 1,500 men at work on the fourth 
in his series of big hostelries. This one Is 
located at Lake Worth, and will have accom- 
modations for nearly 1,000 guests. To make 
it accessible, he is completing a railroad from 
Jacksonville 340 miles in length, 120 miles 
of which hgve been cohstructed this year, 
and which will be completed this fall. Mr. 
Flagler is the owner of this road. 

“The possibilities of the eastern shore of 
Florida,’’ said he, ‘‘can scarcely be exagger- 
ated. The climate is agreeable the year round, 
and a dip in old ocean is enjoyable throughout 
the entire winter at Lake Worth. The soil 
is wonderfully productive, and lemons. limes 
and pineapples, particularly the latter, are 
grown in perfection. The pineapple industry 
is of very recent origin, but already it has 
attained large proportions and the growers of 
the luscious fruit are making money fast. A 
friend of mine netted from three and three- 
quarter acres of pineapples $2,250. and a re- 
turn of $200 to $400 an acre is no uncommon 
thing. The apples will grow all along this 
eastern belt, and as a consequence lands are 
rapidly appreciating in value. There is no 
comparison between the Florida pineagnle 
and the sort that comes from the Bahamas, 
because eur planters have kept improving the 
fruit until now it has no equal. 

‘Another thing about eastern Florida: The 
people who have lately settled in that region 
are from the northern states, and are & 
thrifty and enterprising class, whose energy 
will not suffer by climatie change, for the 
climate is not at all enervating. They are de- 
lighted with the country, and are golng to 
muke it one of the most prosperous and at- 
tractive sections of the United States. Oom- 
pare it with Minnesota or any other of the 
northwestern states where it takes nearly all 
the proceeds of the summer season to carry 
the agricuiturist through the long and un- 
productive winter mouths. In Florida nature 
takes a rest for six weeks. In August and 
September, during which little is done by the 
planters, but with this brief interval excepted 
there is continuous occupation and produc- 
tiveness the whole year round.’’

The Military Forces of the State Are 
Ready to Encamp. 


SOME IMPROVEMENTS ON THE GROUNDS 


Just Halt of the Force Can Enter This 
Year—Governor Northen Grants 
Several Pardons. 


The volunteer soldiers of Georgia are look 
ing forward to a great time ef it at Cany 
Nerthen this year at the annual encaimp- 
ment. 

The military advisory board at ifs last ses. 
sion passed a law ruling that only half of 
the soldiers of the state shall go to the en. 
campment this year, it being deemed adv'3a- 
ble that this policy should be adopted because 
the limited fund appropriated at the last 
session of tha general assembly for the run- 
ning of the encampment 

It will be remembered that the legtsiarnure 
this year allowed only $20,000 for the military 
department. This includes the salary of tile 
inspector general and all the expenses of his 
offices, and when this is deducted, there wil: 
be not enough money left of the general fund 
to pay the expenses of the entire forces of 
Georgia at the encampment. 

Instead of having them all there, taxing 
each soldier an amount to help pay his ex- 
penses, and keeping them there but a short 
time, it was thought to be the wiser plan 
to have half of the forces there this year 
and the other half to go next year. This wil! 
allow the officers to keep one division at the 
camp longer than they could have done if 
the money had been divided to pay the ex- 
penses of all the soldiers. This plan wil! 
enrble the soldiers, therefore, to get mors 
benefit from the training of the camp than 
if they were taken there for a few days 
cniy. . 

The twenty thousand dollars for this year 
will be consumed with the expenses of the 
half of the forces of the state that are en- 
tered this year and nex3 year the other haif 
will have the $20,000 to come for that year, 
the appropriation being for two years. 

There have been some improvements made 
on the grounds down at Griffin recently. 
The parade grounds have been graded and 
made more perfect. The barracks have been 
moved further up the hill and are now placed 
in .he shade of the oak grove that crowus the 
bill overlooking the parade ground. 

Some much needed improvements have also 
been made in the rifle range. Special atten- 
tion will be given to the target practice this 
year, and the range has been put in good 
shape for it. It is not very long now before 
the encampment will open and the military 
men who have it in charge are sparing no 
efforts in advance to make it what it ought 
to we. The encampment will last several 
weeks this year and the soldiers will get much 
more practice at the camp than they have 
been getting heretofore. There is a great 
deal of interest manifested in it by the volun- 
teer forces all over the staté who are to enter 
this year and it is safe to say that the en- 
campment is going to be much more of a 
success this year than it has ever been yet, 
in spite of the limited means, because of the 
division of the state forces.

His Murderers About to Be Brought to 
Justice After Twenty Years. 


WHERE |S THE MAN'S MOTHERP 


Strange Story Told in a Letter to Chief 
Connolly—He Is Looking for the 
Dead Man’s Mother. 


A Mrs. Williams, who lives in Atlanta,, 
but who cannot be located by the police 
department, will probably be glad to near 
that the men who cowardly murdered her 
young son nearly twenty years 4g0, 10 
Eest Tennessee, are about to be brought 
to justice. bed 

The story of the killing of young Williams 
ard the finding the the fugitive murderers 
after twenty years is another case In which 
the old saying that “truth is stranger than 
fiction” finds a verification. James Wil- 
liams, . young man about twenty-three 
years of age, left hig mother and home in 
Atlauta a few years after the war and 
went to East Tennessee. He found work 
on a farm, and did fairly well. 

Young Williams was hard-working and 
industrious. Ele worked hard and sent a 
part of his savings to nis old mother. 
Straightforward and honest as was- the 
young man, he made enemies. One day 
while engaged in threshing wheat in an 
open field two wen with whom he had 
previously had some trouble rode up to 
bim and began talking in a manner that 
clearly imdicated that .hey were bent on 
trouble. ie 

The upshot of the quarrel between Wil- 
liams and the two men was that Williams 
was shot and killed. The men made their 
escape, but afterwards one of them was 
caught and jailed. He remained in jail 
for only a short time, however, making 
his escape and skipping from the country. 
Since that time nothing has been heard of 
the murderers. The people who were great- 
ly wrought up over the cowardly murder 
finally began to look up on the wurderers 
as gone for good, and the /natter was 
forgotten. 

The sad news of the killing of her son 
and the escape of his slayers reached the 
aved mother of the young man, and all 
these years she has been mourning him. 

Mr.- L. Higginbottom furnishes the 
means by which the murderers of young 
Williams may at last be brought to justice. 
Up to a few months ago, he lived in a 
section of Tennessee about three hundred 
miles distant from the place where the 
killing oceurred. He never heard of the 
killing until a few months ago. For years 
the two murderers have lived near him, 
and he has known that they killed a man; 
in fact. the knowledge was current, but 
the killing was so far back that no one 
took much interest in it. 

Just before last Christmas, Mr. Higgin- 
bottom moved into the vicinity of the place 
where young Williams was killed. Little 
by little he learned from the people there 
of the murder that had been committed 
twenty years before. He was arnazed, 
when upon putting the two stories together 
to find that the fugitive murderers were Bre 
two men who had been his neighbors for 
years. 

’. Yesterday Chief Connolly recetved a let- 
ter from Mr. Higginbottom, telling him the 
facts in the ease, and asking that he notify 
the mother of young Williams, who is sfill 
living here. Chief Connolly was unable to 
find from the city directory or from personal 
inquiry the Mrs. Williams referred to, but 
believes she is here, and will do all in his 
power to locate her.

A HUSBAND'S BLOWS.

Mrs. Pat Whalen Is Forced to Have 
Her Husband Arrested. 


HE KNOCKED OUT TWO OF HER TEETH 


Weak, and with a Young Child in Her 
Arms, She Is Maltreated by Her 
Big Husband. 


Her face bruised and swollen and with 
two front teeth missing, all from her bru- 
tal husband’s blows, Mrs. Pat Whaleu 
tearfully told the story of his intolerable 
treatment to Recorder Calhoun. in police 
court yesterday afternoon. She had come 
to the police court for justice as a final 
resort, after she had found patient submis- 
sion to the blows of her husband and tear- 
ful pleadings to him unavailing. 

Pat Whalen is a big red-faced man who 
makes frequent visits to Judge Calhoun’s 
court, not because he likes to go, but gen- 
erally under compulsion. He has a’ fatal 
fondness for drink, and when under Jts 
influence, is hard to manage. The life of 
his wife, a very patient, industrious woman 
hus been rendered wiserable by his hard 
licks und inconsiderate treatment of her. 

Not wisaing to cause Whalen trouble, and, 
above all, desiring to keep the domestic 
troubles of her family ‘as quiet as possible, 
she bore much il] treatment in silence, not 
even calling in the uveighbors. Frequestly 
her husband would come in drunk and use 
her roughly, Sut she never made any open 
complaint. Patrolman MeCalla says that 
it has come to his knowledge within the 
past few days that several days ago 
Whalen went home and attacked his wife. 
He dealt her a powerful blow in the mouth, 
cutting her lips severely aud Knocking out 
two @%ih. NSmarting with pain and mor- 
tification as she was, Mrs. Whalen Jet her 
husband go without punishment. The case 
Was nerd: Teported to the police. 

Yesterday morning Whalen went home in 
an intoxicated ~comfaition. He was in a 
very ugly mood, as is usual with-him when 
he is drinking, and he began to quarrel at 
his wife. Mrs. Whalen is the mother of 
a very young child aud was in no condition 
to bear her hbusband’s angry talk. He be- 
came enraged aud assaulted her. When she 
appeared in police court vesterday afternoon 
one side of her face was hidden from view— 
te cover the wounds she had received. 

Unable to bear the blows and angry con- 
duct of her noes me Mrs. Whalen went 
in search of a patrolman. She found Pa- 
trolman McCalla and had him to arrest her 
husband. In pollce court yesterday she told 
the story of her tnistand’s assault, weeping 
as she told it. Patrolman McCalla said 
the facts in the case were such that a 
state case should be made and that Whalen 
ought not to be allowed to escape with the 
payment of a fine in police court. With a 
view of @fiding Whal&t over to teh state 
court, Judge Calhoun asked Mrs, Whalen 
éf she desired to push the case in the state 
courts, 

“If he will promise to never do so again, 
I do not.” she said, tearfully. “I didn’t 
want to bring it here, but I had to. I don't 
want to make it any worse than is neces- 
sary. All I want ¢s for him to do right.” 

Judge @uyeem=esaid that he would allow 
the case to stop in his court for the pres- 
ent, and gave Whalen a fine of $25 and 


costs.
